Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

'for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  19&8 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  1968. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  included. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  population  was 
2,450.  This  estimated  figure  has  remained  the  same  for  the  last 
6  years.  There  were  twenty-four  live  births  and  twenty-nine  deaths 
registered  during  19o8.  Twenty-eight  deaths  occurred  in  people  over 
55  years  of  age. 

The  analysis  of  the  public  water  supply  was  satisfactory. 
The  reservoir,  brought  into  use  in  1967,  has  enabled  an  adequate 
supply  of  water  to  be  maintained  to  all  parts  of  the  urban  district 
during  the  whole  of  1968.  The  North  West  Norfolk  Water  Board  was 
formed  during  the  year.  It  is  expected  that  the  administration  of 
water  undertaking  will  be  completely  transferred  to  the  Board  by  the 
middle  of  1970* 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  and  the  Staffs  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  Local  Health  Office,  for  their  continuous  interest, 
support  and  help  throughout  the  year.  ♦
